Enclosed for your use and information is a
Guidelines — San Luis Reservoir.

Contractors must submit a written request to reschedule undelivered 1998 CVP
water to the San Luis and Delta-Mendota Water Authority (Authority) for the
Delta—Mendota Canal, Mendota Pool, San Luis Canal and San Felipe Unit
Contractors. The Authority will coordinate and compile all contractor’s
requests in a single written request to be forwarded to the South—Central
California Area Office, Tracy. The Authority’s request will identify, by
contractor, the quantity of water undelivered from their 1998 Water allocation
and the quantity of such water the contractor is requesting to be rescheduled.

Contractors must submit a delivery schedule for all rescheduled 1998 water to
the South-Central Area Office, Tracy, Attention: Buddy Smith for review by
February 28, 1999.

All rescheduled 1998 Water is •subject to available conveyance and storage
capacity and will be second in priority to 1999 contract year water deliveries
scheduled by others. Rescheduled 1998 Water must be the first water scheduled
and used in the 1999 contract year. Rescheduled 1998 Water may be transferred
in accordance with the transfer provisions of the Central Valley Project
Improvement Act. Transferred rescheduled 1998 Water is subject to all other
provisions of rescheduled water.

The Tracy Office will be responsible for reviewing and approving all water
schedules incorporating rescheduled water. Revisions to an approved schedule
must be submitted no later than 24 hours prior to the proposed changes.

RESCHEDULING GUIDELINES

SAN LUIS RESERVOIR- MID-PACIFIC REGION

GENERAL

:

Theseguidelines(hereafterreferredto asthe1998ReschedulingGuidelines)applyto the
reschedulingofCentralValley Project(CVP) waterin theSanLuis Reservoironly.
Reschedulingof waterin theFriantDivision will be accomplishedpursuantto theFriant
Division CarryoverPolicy,which incorporatesthegeneralprinciplesofthe 1998Rescheduling
Guidelineswhileprovidingfor theuniquenatureof theFriantDivision.

The 1998ReschedulingGuidelineswill continueuntil rescindedoramended.Only theannual
dates,ratesandchargeswill be changedto correspondto thenewyearsinvolved in future
resehedulings.Theprinciplesandproceduresincludedin the 1998ReschedulingGuidelineswill
continuein forceuntil formally rescindedoramendedthroughnewreschedulingguidelines.

Contractorswho haverescheduled1998 Irrigation water(Irrigation Water)or 1998Municipal
and Industrialwater(M&I Water)andhavenot takendelivery of suchwaterwill not be allowed
to enterinto temporarycontractswith theUnitedStatesfor non-storableor unmanageableflood
flows ofshortduration(Section215 water)shouldsuchwaterbecomeavailable. All rescheduled
waterwill be thefirst waterdeliveredto thecontractorandmustbe deliveredprior to delivery of
anyavailablenon-storablewater.

APPROVAL AND SChEDULING

:

1. Request.The SanLuis and DeltaMendotaWaterAuthority (Authority) mustsubmita
written requestidentifying theestimatedtotal quantityofundeliveredIrrigation Waterand M&I
Waterto be rescheduled.TheAuthority shall submitthis written requestto theSouthCentral
CaliforniaArea Office in Tracy(TracyOffice) no laterthanFebruary15, 1999.

Prior to February25, 1999,theTracyOffice shallinform theAuthority ofthemaximum
quantityofrescheduled1998waterthatcanbe accommodatedasofFebruary28, 1999. On the
basisofthatdataandthereschedulingrequestsreceived,theAuthoritywill submitanychanges
necessaryto finalize theestimatedrescheduledquantitiesto theTracyOffice,alongwith the total
paymentsduefor rescheduling,prior to February28, 1999. TheAuthority’s final requestwill
identify by contractorthe quantityof 1998 IrrigationandM&I Waterto be rescheduled.

2. Limitation on M&I Water. Irrigation Watershall haveapriority overM&I Water.
M&I Waterwill only beacceptedfor rescheduling,if thereis sufficient capacityto accommodate
it in SanLuis Reservoirafterall Irrigation Waterrequestshavebeenaccommodated.
Additionally, andpursuantto 6. below,M&I Waterwill be thefirst waterevacuatedin instances
wherethereis insufficientstoragespacein SanLuis Reservoiror in theeventofspill conditions.



3. Schedule. TheTracyQfficewill reviewandprovidewrittenapprovalordisapprovalof
anywaterdeliveryschedulefor rescheduledIrrigationWaterandM&I Water. Any revisionsto
anapprovedschedulemustbe submittedno laterthantwenty-four(24)hoursprior to the

proposedchanges.TheTracyOffice shallprovidepertinentinformationto CentralValley
Operations(CVO-l00), EconomicsandRatesetting(MP-3400),and WaterRightsandContracts
(MP-440). MP-440andCVO-l00will provideoversightandconsultationon rescheduling
questionsandproblems.

4. 1999WaterSupplies.Reschedulingshallnot affect 1999watersupplies.The amount
ofrescheduledIrrigation WaterandM&I Waterstoredin SanLuis Reservoirshallbe reducedby
theimpactto CVP exportpumping,if that impactresultsin an adverseeffect on 1999supplies,
asdeterminedby Reclamation.

5. Priority. All rescheduledwateris subjectto availableconveyanceandstoragecapacity
and will not interferewith 1999contractyearwaterdeliveriesscheduledby others. Rescheduled
Irrigation WaterandM&I Watermustbe thefirst watersch~duledandusedby theapplicable
contractorsin the 1999 contractyear. RescheduledIrrigation Waterand M&I Watermay be
transferredin accordancewith thetransferprovisionsoftheCentral Valley ProjectImprovement
Act. TransferredrescheduledIrrigation WaterandM&I Wateris subjectto all oftheprovisions
ofrescheduledwater.

6. First WaterEvacuated.If thereis insufficientstoragespacein SanLuis Reservoirto
storethe IrrigationWaterandM&I Waterin additionto theCVP waterbeingstoredfor the1999
wateryear,the rescheduledwatermustbe evacuatedassoonaspossibleuponreceiptby the
Authorityof propernoticefrom Reclamation.

In theeventofanecessaryevacuation,rescheduledwaterwill be thefirst waterreleased,
with M&I Waterreleasedfirst and thenIrrigation Water. Reclamationwill attemptto providea
30-daynoticeof thenecessityfor evacuationof rescheduledIrrigation WaterandM&I Water. If
more thanonecontractorhasrescheduledIrrigation Waterand/orM&I Waterin storage,the
rescheduledwaterlostdueto spill conditionswill be proratedbasedon thetotal rescheduled
amountsin storagewhenthe lossoccurred.

7. Reservation.Reclamationreservestheright to rejectany requestfor reschedulingdueto
factorsbeyondReclamation’scontrolordueto circumstancesnot contemplatedot foreseenwhen
theseguidelineswereprepared.

PAYMENT

:

8. WaterRatefor ScheduledWater, For 1998waterrescheduledinto the 1999contract
year,the contractormustpaytheappropriate1998 waterratewhenthecontractorschedules
deliveryofrescheduledIrrigation WaterorM&I Water. Paymentoftheappropriate1998water
ratemustbe madein advanceofwaterdelivery. If rescheduledwateris subsequentlynot
delivered,thecontractorwill not be chargedfor thecostsofsaidwater. Theamountsadvanced



will not be refunded, but will beappliedto the contractor’s other water serviceobligations.

9. ReschedulingCharge. For 1998waterrescheduledinto the1999 contractyear,the
contractormustpay thereschedulingchargeof $8.27peracre-footfor all Irrigation Water
rescheduledand$14.00peracre-footfor all M&I Waterrescheduled.Thereschedulingcharge
consistsofthe 1998 storagecapitalrate($3.36for Irrigation Waterand$7.01 for M&I Water)
andstorageO&M rate($4.91for Irrigation Waterand$6.99for M&I Water)andwill be paidby
the contractorat thetime thecontractorsubmitstheir reportofthefinal quantityofwaterto be
rescheduled(prior to February28, 1999). If rescheduledwateris subsequentlynot delivered,the
contractorwill not be chargedfor thereschedulingchargesapplicableto saidwater. The
reschedulingchargesadvancedwill not be refunded, but will be applied to the contractor’s
other waterserviceobligations.

10. RestorationFundCharge. For 1998waterrescheduledinto the 1999 contractyear,the
contractormustpaythefiscal year 1999RestorationFundchargeof$6.98peracre-footfor
Irrigation Waterand$13.96per acre-footfor M&I Waterby theendofthemonthfollowing the
monthin which therescheduledwaterwasdelivered. TheRestorationFundchargewill not
be incurredunlesstherescheduledwateris (Iclivered to thecontractorat thecontractor’s
designateddelivery I)Oint.

11. ContractorPaymentsto beMade to Authority. All paymentsfor waterrescheduledin
theSan Luis Reservoirshall bemadeto theAuthority pursuantto theircapacityasfiscal agent
for the UnitedStates.
